United States has given some 
hitherto secret atomic information 
to Canada and has received some 
in return under an arrangement 
declared "beneficial" to the United 
States. 


Chairman Gordon Dean of the 


U.S. Atomic Energy Commission, 
announcing this late yesterday, did 
not disclose the nature of the io- 
formation given by either countlT- 


He said only that "it's classified 


(secret)" and "within an area" ol 
atomic development. 


But there are grounds for specu- 


lation that the United States may 
be getting new details on Canada'* 
unique "heavy water" atomic re- 
actor—a device which conceivably 
could be the model for explosives- 
producing reactors now in pros- 
pect at the projected Americ«| 
H-bomb plant. 
•* 


American atomic experts have 


publicly rated the Canadian device 
as the "most advanced" in design 
and performance among all known 
reactors. 
'The Canadians 
have claimed 


that plutonium can be produced at 
a faster rate from- a given amount 
cf uranium in a reactor of the 
"heavy water" type than it can 
be produced in reactors cmployi 
graphite in conjunction with t 
uranium. 


American reactors for producing 


plutonium employ graphite. 


Any atomic reactor which pro- 


duces plutonium can also produce 
"tritium," one of the possible in- 
gredients for the proposed Am-eri- 
can hydrogen bomb.

FRANKFURT— The grand headquarters of the office of public 


affairs of the high commission for the government of Germany, is 
firmly establishd in the great new capitol at Bonn. This is the first 
actual acknowledged bureau that we have ever operated as a de- 
partment of government.

There is a branch of this bureau, in the I. G. Farben building in 


Frankfurt, directed oy Bobby Lochner, a precocious and brilliant 
young American who has spent most of his life in Germany, being 
the son of Louis Lochner, who served twenty years 
as 
Associated Press correspondent in Berlin, 


Louis Lochner resigned instead of waiting for re- 
tirement, for which he would have been eligible 
soon, because he thought he had been given a raw 
deal by Kent Cooper, the chief - executive.

Cooper writes love sOngs as an avocation, which M 
belie his reputation with some of the slaves. 


Bobby Lochner was General Clay's interpreter 


during many difficult conferences- and if it could 
be assumed that he was politically objective he 
would seem to be' an ideal man for his job, assume 
ing that' there is any reason why the job should 
exist at all. I've no reason to assume he's politically objective or 
insensitive, however, because this has been a political administration 
from the start and a man in such a good job, with continuity of em- 
ployment at high salary and perhaps even a career at stake, is al- 
most certain to be a member of the machine. 


This machine of this military government is now transformed 


into a colonial bureaucracy. This system of kangaroo courts, mak- 
ing up its own laws as Hitler did, and this new civil administration 
under a high commissioner with a colonial cabinet, are not American 
institutions in the broad sense. 
They never were from the day 


when Eisenhower pulled back his victorious American fighting men 
from the rich eastern German farm lands which they had captured 
and abandoned all that treasure to Russia, This network of insti- 
tutions has been and remains a partisan political patronage machine, 
a patronage colony planted far from the eyes and nostrils of the 
American people. Americans here speak with biting cynicism of the 
things which "of course, the American papers never will publish." 
And the truth of it is that American papers never will. There is no 
legitimate excuse for the existence of an official American propa- 
ganda department even as an agency of a colonial outpost.

Stayman next cashed the king of 
hearts and entered his hand with 
the ace of spades to discard dum- 
my's remaining club on the ace of 
hearts. 


The average player would now 


lay down the king of spades, in- 
tending to draw the last trump if 
the queen of spades.happened to 
drop, but otherwise to run the dia- 
monds. This plan would work if 
the trumps" happened to be 3-2, 
but the actual 4-1 trump break 
would be fatal. 


South would be unable to lead

Josef Marais was • born 'm the 


Union of South Africa and start- 
ed out his career as a violinist of 
the Cape Town Symphony Or- 
chestra. He went to Europe to con- 
tine his musical studies, first to 
the Royal Academy of Music in 
London, then to Prague. Budapest 
and Pans. Eventually he settled 
in London. His brilliant mastery 
of South African folk songs, which 
he had cultivated since boyhood, 
led the English Victor Phono- 
graph Co.. to record his songs in 
the 
Afrikaans 
languagp. 
The 


records made an instant hit, and 
he was signed by the British 
Broadcasting Company for an ex- 
tensive series of radio programs 
in which he sang and conducted 
his own instrumental group. 


In 1939 he came to New York 


and inaugurated his well-known 
African Trek program over NBC. 
Because of its success, he was 
asked to make two albums of 
Songs from the South 
African 


Veld. After three years with the 
NBC network, he left to go to 
the Office of War Information for 
its wartime radio broadcasts to 
South Africa. There he met his 
future wife, Miranda. 


Miranda 


Miranda had come over to the 


United States shortly before the 
Ivar to visit friends. When she 
heard that the Office of War In- 
formation urgently needed people 
who spoke Dutch, the Amsterdam- 
born girl applied for a job. Mi- 
randa's mother had been a concert 
singer and she had grown up in 
a musical atmosphere. One Christ- 
mas. Miranda sang a duet with 
Josef Marais on a broadcast to 
South Africa. It was not long be- 
fore Marais and Miranda 
had 


worked out a program together. 
When the war was over and they 
felt that they could leave govern- 
ment service, they teamed up and 
sang in the famous little night 
club, The Village Vanguard, some- 
times called the cradle of present 
day American folk songs. 


Their debut as recitalists came 


in 1846 when they appeared at 
New York's Town Hall In the 
"Music at Midnight" series. Then 
came radio engagements and two 
more record albums, this time to- 
gether, Songs from the Veld and 
Songs from Many Lands. All this 
served to focus national attention 
on Marais and Miranda as chief 
exponents of folk singing as an 
art.

Rusk addressed the 51st annual 


Farm and Home Week meeting a 
the university yesterday. 


"The greatest hindrance to ef 


fective legislation on reorganiza 
Uon (the Hover Commission plan; 
is the number and strengh of rura 
groups acting as civilian guards of 
special interests entrenched within 
our federal department of agricul- 
ture," Rusk said. 


Why Possible? 


"Why is it possible." he asked, 


''for groups of presumably indi- 
vidualistic rural people to be mold 
ed, held together and kept respon- 
sive to propaganda motivated by 
political and bureaucratic forces 
that reach out into the country 
like the tentacles of an octopus 
from the headquarters of our gov- 
ernment in Washington?" 


One answer, he said, is that 


American agriculture "does not 
yet have effective techniques for 
developing1 and mobilizing at the 
local level sound judgments on 
economic and social values." 


Sees Prosperity 


Another speaker, L. J. Norton, 


professor of agricultural econom- 
ics at the university, said he be- 
lieved "no general recession is in 
sight for 1952. 


"With good crops in 1952," he 


said, "I would expect that a year 
from now the average of farm 
prices of" Illinois farm products 
would not be far different from 
•where it stands today. Grain and 
cattle would likely be cheaper, 
hcgs higher."

Form Is Simple; It Depends 
0n Your Salary and Deductions

WASHINGTON. 
(AP) — You 


should have no trouble choosing 
the form for your 1951 income tax 
return. There are three forms to 
pick from. 
-Form 1040-A. Strictly for under- 
",000 income people who had all 
or most of the tax withheld from 
them. No figuring. Answer ques- 
tions. .Mail to the collector. He 
figures the tax for you. 


Form 1040 (short-form). For 


under-55,000 people who don't fit 
the rules for using form 1040-A. 
No figuring. Find your tax in the 
table on the back. That's why it's 
called the short-form. 
^jForm 1040 (long-form). It's the 
same form 1040 but is called the 
long-form when, instead of using 
the tax table, you figure your 
own tax. A person with 55,000 or 
more income has no choice. He 
must use this long-form, figuring 
his tax. 


Lists Ocductablcs 


This 1040-long form can also be 


used by any of the under-$5,000 
people whose deductible expenses, 
fijfh as charitable contributions or 
medical bills, are unusually large. 
Here's an explanation. 


Most people's 
deductible ex- 


penses don't amount to 10 per 
cent of income. Still, anyone using 
form 1040-A automatically gets a 
deduction of 10 per cent before 
the rest of his income is taxable. 


When you mail form 1040-A to 


the collector he figures your tax 
according to a table in which al- 
W)vance already has been made 
for that 10 per cent or so of 
deductible expenses. So, in using 
form 1040-A, you don't have to 
itemize a single expense. 


But don't use form 1040-A if 


you're one of those under-$5,000 
people whose deductible.expenses 
weie actually more than 10 per 
cent. Instead, use the 1040 'ong 
form. There you'll have to figure 
your own tax and itemize every 
expense you wish to deduct. But. 
in this way, you claim the full 
amount of your deductions. 


Allowed in Table 


The 
under-S5,000 people who 


can't use form 1040-A but use the 
1040 
short-form also automatical- 


ly get a deduction of about 10 per 
cent for expenses. It's allowed for 
in ,the table they use on the back 
of form 1040. 


If their expenses run to more 


than 10 per cent of income, they, 
too, should use the 1040 long-form 
and claim their deductions in full 
even though it means the extra 
trouble of figuring their own tax 
and itemizing deductions. 


Anyone with $5,000 or more in- 


come, using the 1040 long-form, 
takes a deduction of 10 per cent 
up to a limit of $1,000 without 
itemizing. He subtracts that de- 
duction before applying the tax to 
what's left of his income. 


(Note to m a r r i e d 
people: 


Married couples filing jointly on 
the 1040 long-form take that 10 
per cent, up to a limit of 51,000, 
without itemizing. But if they file 
separately, each Is limited to a 
deduction of no more than $500.) 


Examples: Jones' income was 


$7,800. He deducts $780 from his 
income before applying the tax 
to the remainder. Smith's income 
was §10,000. He knocks off $1,000. 
Brown's Income was $11,000. He 
cain't claim any more than the 
$1,000 limit without itemizing. 


Must Be Itemized 


In short, anyone with $5,000 or 


more income but less than $10,000 
must itemize his deductions if he

.Here arc the rules: 
1040-A. You can use it if your 


income was under $5,000 and all of 
it—except for no more than $100 
in untaxcd wages, dividends or 
interest—had tax withheld from it. 
Examples: , 


Jones' income was 54.600. Tax 


was withheld from all but $100 
in untaxcd wages, dividends or in- 
terest. He can use form 1040-A. 


But if that extra income from 


untaxed wages or interest or divi- 
dends amounted to as much as 
$100.00 he couldn't use it. And if 
he had any other kind of income 
no matter how small—say a com- 
mission or rent or money from 
farming—ho couldn't use form 
1040-A. 


But any under-$5,000 person who 


can't use form 1040-A can use 
the 1040 short-form. Or, if his 
deductions are more than 10 per 
cent of his income, he can use 
the 1040 long form where, although 
he'll have to itemize his deduct- 
ions, he can claim them fully. 


File .Joint Return 


Husbands and wives may use 


form 1040-A or the 1040 short- 
form to file a joint return and, 
by splitting their income, say 
money if—their combined income 
is under $5,000 and it fits the 
rules for using form 1040-A or 
the 1040 short-form. 
Husband- 


wife problems will be treated more 
fully in a later story. 


Remember this: No matter what 


form you use, attach to it all the 
recepits—called form W-2—given 
you by your employer or em- 
ployers for all the tax withheld 
from you during the year. Form 
W-2 also shows how much pay 
you got from each employer.
